An organization was formed 
last night to “work for the event- 
ual elimination of all liquor li- 
censes in San Antonio canyon.” 

Sixty persons were present at a 
Meeting in Chaffey junior college 
last night, at which an executive 
committee was named with power 
to act in realizing the expressed 
aims of the group. Present were 
representatives of schools, church- 
es and other organizations. 

Frank C. Buffington was named 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee and Miss Leota Lankford of 
Ontario was chosen secretary. 

Seek Revocation 

The principai objective of the 
group is the revocation of the 
liquor license at Camp Baldy. It 
is reported that all other resorts 
in the canyon will voluntarily give 
up their licenses if Camp Baldy’s 
license is revoked. 

What steps the committee will 
take is not known but the group 
is in close touch with the state 
board of equalization. Many pro- 
tests against the sale of liquor in 
the canyon and at the resorts have 
been filed with the board.

On Crime 
Release last week from Aleatraz of Roy Gardner, train rob- 


ber and escape artist, has flashed the headlines of seventeen 
years agy 2¢Toss the minds of all newsmen and most adult read- 
ers. Then—as today-—Gardner’s picture was on the front pages 
of the nation, Then—as toaay -his name was blazoned and 
recognized everywhere. Gardner—than, as now—was_ news, 
and he made a statement for the reporters. 

Seventeen years ago his words veiled a promise of more 
thrills to come; he’d do his best to escape again; no jail could 
hold him. And he said the words with a broad grin that look- 
ed fine on newsprint. But today, a*chastened Gardner says 
seriously—and_ probably sincerely-—‘‘A criminal these days 
hasn’t got much chance to win. The odds are a thousand to 
one against him.’’ 

Gardner ought to know. He’s spent seventeen years in the 
**toughest’’ prisons in the country. 

Another significant statement on the crime situation was 
made almost simultaneously with Gardner’s. J. Edgar Hoover, 
foremost law enforcement agent of the nation, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, warned: 

““A sinister menace in America today is tolerance of crime! 
The indifference with which many of our people view crime 
conditions is the greatest possible obstacle to the attainment 
of law enforcement ideals. Crime is basically a youth 
problem . . These youths are living examples of neglected 
home training and the failure of society to properly meet its 
ebligations to the younger generation!’’ 

Gardner’s statement is interesting—from the standpoint of 
a former robber who met up with the law and found he couldn’t 
beat it. Iloover’s is deeply significant, for it reaches into 
every home in the land. It bares a problem for every mother 
and father to analyze with care and thought; it discloses a vital 
problem for every citizen to ponder.

To the business man confidence is the basis of profits—and 
it takes profit to make prosperity. Factories are reopened— 
or new ones built—as soon as the operators believe there is at 
least a fifty-fifty chance of being able to sell merchandise at 
a profit in the near future. The return of confidence usually 
begins to manifest itself in the stock market. People show a 
willingness to pay more for stoeks and bonds when they feel 
assured earnings and dividends are likely to increase. Of late 
people all over this country—and even in Europe—have be- 
gun to invest idle money in American securities, with the re- 
sult that the stock market rose to a new high for 1938. With 
the new spending program now getting under way throughout 
the nation it would seem that the low point of the depression— 
or recession—is behind us. The President’s apparently more 
favorable attitude toward business of late should be a help to- 
ward turning the tide upward. The further fact that depleted 
stocks of merchants throughout the country must be replen- 
ished will also be a factor in getting the wheels of progress 
turning in a more nearly normal capacity than for some time. 
Confidence has been one of the greatest needs for some years.

New bank examining rules okayed by the President last 
week will for the first time enable small businesses to issue 
bonds and sell them to their local banks. It is estimated that 
as much as three billion dollars of private money may thus be 
made available to store operators, small manufacturers and con- 
tractors. Old regulations prevented banks from buying bonds 
that did not have a ready market. Another new regulation 
that will be a help to small business men permits bankers to 
make long term loans—loans for more than nine months—-a 
type of lending that was heretofore discouraged. While there 
may not be many such loans in this district, there are many 
portions of the country where this action will result in great 
good and therefore be a help to the people as a whole.

Great news for the farmer! A farm implement manufactur- 
er has announced price reductions on crawler type tractors 
ranging form $150 to $650-—effective immediately. And it is 
believed that other manufacturers will meet the cut on the 
same type of tractor.

By Bill Gilliland 
Divide Iris Now 
Right now is an ideal time to| 


divide the clumps of German Iris. 
(These of course are the most 
common garden iris). They can 
be allowed to grow in the same lo- 
cation for two or three years but 
bloom much better if separated 
at the end of that time. 

A*medium soil with well rotted 
manure added makes an _ ideal 
growing mixture. A location in 
full sun is advisable to secure the 
best blooms. 

The rhizomes should be separ- 
ated and cut in pieces about seven 
inches long. Half of the foliage 
can be removed to compensate for 
the roots having been disturbed. 
The rhizomes should be covered 
with about half an inch of soil but 
if parts of the roots protrude 
above the soil where the sun can 
“cook” them a bit, so much the 
better.

A family of four, for example, 
was able to obtain on Wednesday 
the following: Five pounds of 
beans, six pounds of butter, 24% 
pounds of flour, four pounds of 
beans, and two pounds of rice. 
The allotment is larger for larger 
families. Shoe repairing is also 
available and if a member of the 
relief families needs some shoes or 
clothing and if the right sizes are 
available the merchandise can be, 
obtained. 

Surplus Food Used \ 

In this county are nine such, 
stores and likewise stores are lo-' 
cated throughout California and | 
the nation. \ 

It is part of the program in aid-' 
ing the needy and at the same | 
time providing an outlet for the’ 
surplus food. 

The federal government, accord- 
ing to George E. Van Buren, in 
charge of the local store for the! 


SRA, buys surplus crops to sta-| } 


bilize the price on the markets. 
What is purchased in this man-| 
ner is distributed throughout the | 
nation to the people on relief rolls. | 

In Upland is a sewing project, 
and similar projects operate 
throughout the nation. Materials 
are purchased by the federal gov- 
ernment and women on the ea 
are given work in making gar-! 
ments. Likewise with shoe cob- 
blers. Shoes are repaired by WPA 
workers for relief roll members. 

Items Are Changed 

From time to time, citrus fruit 
is included in the free food allot- 
ments. Articles in each semi- 
monthly distributions are chang- 
ed from time to time, depending on 
the season and the items that may 
be over-abundant in the nation. 

Who can get the free food? Mr 


Van Buren replied: | 














“Any person on any relief 
agency, county, state or federal, is 
entitled to the food twice a month. 
Identification cards are held by 
relief roll members or pensioners. 
Presentation of this card at the 
Upland store entitles residents of 
this district to the allotments.”
